Claims 1 , 2 and 5-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Haines et al. Referring to Figures 3-5, methods and systems for monitoring 
consumable item lifetimes for peripheral units are shown. The systems include: a 
lifetime monitoring mechanism operably associated with an image forming apparatus 
and configured to monitor the lifetime of an image forming apparatus consumable that is 
associated with operation of the image forming apparatus; a user manipulate threshold 
defining mechanism operably coupled with the lifetime monitoring mechanism and 
configured to receive user input and responsive to the user input, define a threshold 
value for the lifetime monitoring mechanism; and a warning generator configured to 
generate a notification when the consumable that is associated with operation of the 
image forming apparatus reaches the threshold value. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3 and 4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Relevant Prior Art

Carling et al disclose a system capable of personalization of operator 
replacement component life prediction based on replaceable component life history.
